—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essen¬ 
tial Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government rescinds the 
Delhi Wheat (Export Control) Order, 1959. published under G.S.R. No. 46, dated 
the 8th January, 1959, in the Gaeette of India Extraordinary (Part II—Section 3), 
dated the 8th January, 1959.

ORDER 

New Delhi, the 2nd May 1969 

G.S.R. 532.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essen¬ 
tial Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1965), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Order, namely: — 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. —(1) This Order may he called 
the Wheat (Uttar Pradesh) Price Control Order, 1969. 

(2) It extends to the districts of the State of Uttar Pradesh specified in 

Schedule I to this Order. i ; 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Moapimum prices at which wheat may be sold.—■(!) The maximum prices 
at which white, red and farm varieties of wheat may be sold in wholesale 
quantities in any locality in the districts specified in Schedule 1 to this Order 
shall be the prices specified in Schedule II to the said Order .for the three 
varieties respectively. 

(2) For th« purposes of sub-clause (1),— 

(a) the prices specified are exclusive of the cost of gunny bags; 

(b) a maund is equivalent in weight to 82-2/7 lbs.; 

(c) 'sale in wholesale quantities’ means sale in quantities exceeding ten 

maunds in any one transaction; 

(d) the prices specified arc for fair average quality wheat conforming 

to specifications prescribed in Schedule III to this Order applicable 
to the respective variety of wheat; for wheat below the fair average 
quality the maximum prices shall be determined by reducing the 
specified prices by the amounts of cut^ indicated in the said speci¬ 
fication applicable to the respective variety of wheat.
